Nine fire alarms within twenty-four hours 
kept the fire department busy beginning 
late Monday evening and continuing through 
Tuesday. 

The first alarm, sounded at 11:35 o’clock 
Monday evening, was for a fire discovered by 
Night Officer Leonard Saunders, in the 
building on Park street, opposite the Central 
fire station and containing the printing office 
of George Smith, and the offices of the 
Andover Taxi and Trucking Shop and the 
Andover Battery shop. 

The flames had gained considerable head- 
way before the fire was noticed, but persistent 
work on the part of the firemen, kept the 
fire confined to one building. No estimate 
of the damage which was done by smoke and 
water as wel as fire, has as yet been made, 
but all the firms are covered by insurance. 


Mr. Smith manufactures and prints money 
bags.

A fire which enveloped the feed trough of 
the Rhode Island Reds at Braelands farms, 
and threatened to destroy their entire domi- 
cile, was the cause of the alarm from Box 
49, at the corner of Pine and Elm streets on 
Tuesday at 12:45.

At 4:35, an alarm from Box 4, followed 
immediately by Box 73, was for a brush fire 
near the West Andover ‘depot, probably 
caused by hunters. 

While Chief Charles F. Emerson was 
busily engaged with a partof the department, 
fighting a big brush fire in West Andover, 
Tuesday afternoon and evening an alarm 
from. Box 52 at 7:35 p.m., called the firemen 
to a blaze in the chief’s barn on Park street. 
The firemen nippped it in an incipient stage 
and the damage was trifling. The chief knew 
nothing about it until he returned to the 
Central fire station later in the evening. 

At 8.15 there was another alarm for a fire 
near the West Andover depot, which burned 
over about ten acres, but caused no damage 
to building: 

On Weerwadey afternoon, an alarm from 
Box 4, again called the department-to the 
Osgood district. 

The brush fires in West Andover covered 
a large territory and the one in the Osgood 
district threatened some buildings. It is 
believed that the dryness of the woods and 
the carelessness of hunters caused the fires 
and unless there is a heavy rain soon, a ban 
may be placed on gunning.

Symptoms or Pumpkins 


To the Editor: 

It is evident that the mentality of Mr. 
Frost has been encircled by an a here, 
and fed up with a nutriment very different 
from the most of us, “on the lower levels of 
life”. This probably accounts for his atti- 
tude towards the spirit of the present age. 
“The golden age”’ is always behind us when 
we grow old. The present is youthful and 
vigorous and out of tune with the past. The 

ioneer standard of life has gone with the 


wind”, 

Mr. Frost tells us that, ‘In the ordinary 
conduct of life, men exercise business 
prudence and common sense”, “but these 
are thrown to the winds in their conduct of 
town and city affairs”. I challenge this 
statement and make a counter one, that the 
prudent man and woman are the exception 
and not the rule, and that municipal govern- 
ment is carried on with less waste and ex- 
travagance than the average family or 
small business house. Business statistics 
show us that success in business is the ex- 
ception and failure of the rule. There is yet 
to be recorded a bankrupt municipality in 
this country. As to the family economy 
and private life, publicity is more or less 
sheilded, but municipal government is 
everybody’s business, and publicity has no 
barriers, even to the extent of slander. But 
every one knows the waste and extravagance 
in the family economy, if he measures it by 
the standard of “business prudence and 
common sense”. What does it mean to the 
family economy, that there is a $2,800,000,- 
000.00 production in motor vehicles a year in 
this cuntry, one billion and a half in acces- 
sories, and two billion worth go to the scrap 
heap, and the millions that it costs to run 
them, and for accompanying pleasure? The 
millions spent for motion pictures; the mil- 
lions for pianos and other musical instru- 
ments that lie in the homr a mute reminder of 
former amibitions; the millions wasted in 
food that ends in the garbage can? The 
millions wasted by procrastination and negli- 
gence in the maintenance of property, tools, 
and machinery; the millions spent to gratify 
a pleasurable habit? The millions that are 
spent for personal adornment and vanity? 
And now comes the radio with thousands of 
fans spending millions for receiving sets, so 
that they can be in communication with the 
principal cities in the country, within a radius 
of a thousand miles, and be entertained. 
Probably seventy per cent of the people to- 
day spend more for pleasure than they do for 
the necessities of life. Who was the historian 
that said, because of the extravagance of the 
American life, we were following in the foot- 
steps of the ancient Roman Empire and 
eventually toalikeend? No, Mr. Frost, you 
can not prove that man is wise and prudent 
in his family, social, and business life, and a 
fool in his political activities, for the evidence 
is at your feet. : 

Mr. Frost tells us that my “profound mis- 
take is that I deal with symptoms only”. 
Call them symptoms or pumpkins, it does 
not change one iota the results. “A rose 
smells just as sweet by any other name.” 
The physician looks for symptoms that he 
may locate the disease; in the body politic, we 
deal with conditions, economic forces, and 
the judgments and the actions of men as they 
affect the general welfare. Though these 
may be the results of the collective mind and 
will, nevertheless they are real and potent 
enough to be attributed as~ causes that 
affect municipal government and the general 
welfare. 

Mr. Frost tells us that “the problem 
(meaning the burden of taxation), is not 
due to ‘higher cost of material, procrastina- 
tion, chance, favoritism nor judgment’, these 
are but symptoms of a deep-seated and 
vicious town policy that violates every sound 
principle of finance”. In my last communi- 
cation, I gave some of the items that did 
contribute’ to our burden of taxation, but 
Mr. Frost recognizes them only as symptoms. 
Let us repeat. If labor and material increase 
one hundred percent, the cost of service is 
doubled, and reflects in the cost of govern- 
ment, whether we call it a symptom or a 
umpkin. The time factor in when we do a 
Job, as every contractor knows, involves the 
element of chance and is subject to the 
movement of prices, and whether we call it a 
symptom or a pumpkin, this time factor has 
cost the town $105,000.00. Favoritism in the 
distribution of work has cost the town 
$8,000.00; to call this a symptom or a pump- 
kin does not refute the fact. Poor judgment 
has cost the town $6,000.00 and does not 
change anything by calling a symptom or a 
pumpkin. The fact that twenty years ago 
we paid taxes on eighty per cent of the real 
value of property and today we pay taxes on 
about forty per cent of the real value, and 
which has helped to increase the tax-rate, is 
not refuted by calling it a symptom. This 
and all the other items mentioned are not 
made void, by calling them the “symptoms 
of a deep-seated and vicious town policy.” 
“A vicious town policy” are strong words, 
and it would be very difficult for Mr. Frost 
to point out any particular policy that would 
or could be defined as vicious. Rather we 
lack a definite policy and are moved by the 
impulse of the moment, our feelings, and 
our sense of justice. 

When every factor and item that has been 
instrumental in affecting our burden of 
taxation has been analyzed and examined, 
and comparisons and relations made, we can 
come to no other conclusion, than that our 
tax-rate is not the measure of our burden of 
taxation. And if we were taxed today, on the 
same per cent on real value, as we were 
twenty years ago, we would have a tax-rate 
less than twenty dollars on a thousand. 

It is not true, therefore, that our burden of 
taxation can only be accurately measured by 
its. relation to real values? 

It is true that the development in Shaw- 
sheen has brought an enormous income to 
the town, but it is also true that it brings in 
its train an increase demand for. public 
service, and will bring a reaction in the 
desires of the people in other parts of the 
town. The people will no longer be satisfied 
with gravel roads and ugly curbless side- 
walks. Already the athletic activities and 
facilities finds a reaction in the sport-loving 
people of the town. While on the Board of 
Public Works, I was approached by several 
with the proposition to construct a bowling 
green. Can Mr. Frost, after lauding the 
development in Shawsheen to the skies, and 
to which I have no issue, but am in accord, 
consistently oppose any movement of the 
voters for like conditions and appearances as 
in Shawsheen? In the discussion of public 
problems and the moulding of public opinion, 
it is well that we have different opinions, 
especially those that results from a different 
viewpoint. These different opinions give 
that check and balance essential. to right 
conclusions and the adoption of wise com- 


promises. The extremists are generally 
wrong.

Captain Roald Amundsen to Lecture] in the Arctic and Antarctic. 
Thursday Evening 


He tells a tale 
of unparalleled adventures in a simple, but 
graphic manner. 

In his stereopticon pictures, Captain 
Amundsen will show some of the dogs on 
which he pinned his faith in making his 
journey of over 700 miles to the South Pole. 
As an instance of the rapidity with which 
they traveled over a smooth, flat snow plain, 
he mentions a trip just before the final 
journey, in which four men, eighteen dogs 
and three sleds covered 96 nautical miles in 
two days. On the march to and from the 
South Pole, some of the dogs were killed in 
order to provide food for the others.

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Bishop Remington to Be Present at | Amalgamation of the Red Cross and the 


Reception at Peabody House 


The annual reception for the Episco- 
parent in the student body and faculty of 

hillips Academy, will be held at Peabody 
House this evening, between the hours of 
seven and eight. Bishop Remington of 
Eastern Oregon will be present. 

William Proctor Remington, missionary 
bishop of Eastern Oregon, is one of the 
jouer generation of Episcopal Church 
leaders, with general all-round qualities and 
attainments which make him especially 
popular with the younger people of the 
church. In addition to his spiritual leader- 
ship, Bishop Remington has been a soldier, 
sportsman, a leader in civic affairs, plains- 
man, apd a devoted friend of the Indian, with 
whom in Minnesota and South Dakota, a 
large part of his time has been spent as 
missionary bishop. 

Bishop Remington is a native of Phila- 
delphia, where he was born March 13, 1879. 
Receiving his preliminary education in the 
pirate schools of that city, he was graduated 

rom the University of Pennsylvania in 
1900, and from Virginia Theological School 
in 1905. From the latter school he has since 
received the degree of D.D. Before taking 
religious orders, he taught for a brief time at 
the De Lacey School, Philadelphia, previous 
to which he was in charge of track athletics 
and a member of the track team at the 
Olympic games in London and Paris in 1900. 
In 1905 he was made a deacon, and in 1906 
ordained a priest of the Episcopal church, 
following which he was successively curate 
at Holy Trinity Church, Philadelphia, and 
vicar of memorial Chapel of the Church of 
the Holy Communion, Philadelphia. In 
1911, he became rector of St. Paul’s church, 
Minneapolis, in which charge he served until 
the entrance of the United States into the 
war, when he was appointed chaplain of 
Base Hospital No. 26, organized by the male 
clinic of the University of Minnesota. 

Bishop Remington saw extensive service 
during the war and near its close he was 
elected and consecrated suffragan bishop of 
South Dakota, where he engaged in work 
among the Indians, until his translation to 
the District of Eastern Oregon, at the Episco- 
pal General Convention in 1922. The Bishop 
is a member of numerous civic and charitable 
boards and organizations. He is described as 
a forceful speaker, whose services are much 
in demand everywhere.

Public Health Committee 


Steps have been taken recently, by which 
the old Andover Public Health Committee, 
has merged its identity with the Andover 
Branch of the American Red Cross. - For 
five years the two organizations have been 
working together, in an altogether amicable 
way, for the same general end, — the pro- 
motion of community welfare, especially 
along health and homie service lines.

President Joseph L. Burns called on some 
of the newer members for brief remarks and 
then introduced Mayor Walter T. Roche- 
fort of Lawrence, a Harvard 1903 graduate, 
who spoke on “ Municipal Government” and 
paid tribute to the average city official and 
employee, as giving honest and efficient 
service to the public. 

The next speaker was Robert T. Bushnell, 
Harvard 1019, Asst. Dist. Atty. of Middlesex 
County, who gave a very interesting talk 
on “Criminal Court Procedure.” He showed 
how the desire on the part of many in the 
present political campaign to curb the 
powers of the Supreme Court, was the logical 
result of the failure on the part of the lower 
courts to mete out s y and sure justice in 
many cases which he cited. Although not 
advocating the election of judges, he ex- 
pressed a preference for the New York 
system of permanent criminal court justices, 
as compared with the assignment of one 
judge after another in Massachusetts, to 
hear criminal cases for a period of three 
months.

Graduate of Phillips Academy Dead 


Judge Charles R. Corning of the Merri- 
mack county probate court, died suddenly 
Saturday evening, at his home in Concord, 


He was a graduate of Phillips academy and 
Harvard law school, class of 1882. He was 
mayor of Concord for six years and served 
as assistant attorney of the United States 
department of justice for three. years.

An 
extra room on this lone could easily be 
transformed into another class room. 

In the basement there is the janitor’s 
room and heating plant, two rooms which 
will in time probably be used by ‘manual 
training and domestic science classes. A 
large play room under the hall could easily 
be fitted for.a gymnasium. 


The assembly hall on the ground floor is! 


large and well lighted and will accommodate 
with the gallery about 400. There is also a 
stage at one end and wires for a motion 
pictures machine- have been installed in the 
gallery. Supt. Sanborn stated that while the 
hall was of course primarily for the school 
children, it might be obtained for various 
affairs with only the expense for the heat, 
lighting and janitor services. 

Mr. Sanborn concluded “ What right have 
the children to these good quarters? The 
inherent-right of all school children. This 
new building is not luxurious. Everything is 
plain, useful, up-to-date and satisfactory 
conditions in the village warrant the ex- 
penditure. There are now seven grades in 
session here and if the school population 
increases an eighth grade will be added, 
which would bring the special teachers in 
domestic science and manual training. The 
seventh grade is small now and their services 
are hardly warranted.”

Reports to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from county agricul- 
tural agents estimate that there are approxi- 
mately 40,000 radio receiving sets on farms 
in 780 counties.

These farmers are receiving Federal weather 
forecasts, crop reports, and market quota- 
tions, together with agricultural news in the 
form of “‘agriograms” and talks on various 
phases of work in the Department of Agri- 
culture, broadcast from cooperating com- 
mercial stations.
